The Disgraced Diplomat, on His Re- 
quest, Recalled by Spain. 



Madrid, Feb. 11.— At a meeting of 
the Spanish cabinet held Thursday un- 
der the presidency of the queen recent, 
the minister for foreign affairs, Senor 
Gallon, read a dispateh from Be nor 
Dupuy De Lome, the Spanish minister 
at Washington, saying that the pub- 
lished letter to Senor Canalejas was 
written by him, and his position eon se- 
quent I v had become untenable, and lie 
begged the government to accept his 
resignation. The cabinet decided to 
aecept the resignation of Senor Dupuy 
De Lome and the ministers subse- 
quently met and decided to telegraph 
to Senor De Lome accepting his resig- 
nation and entrusting the first secre- 
tary wilh the conduct of the current 
affairs of the legation. 

Washington. Feb. 11.— Minister De- 
Lome's resignation, twice cabled to 
Madrid, has been accepted. 

Shortly after noon Thursday Presi- 
dent Mckinley scut De Lome hll pass- 
ports.

Tbo Department of Agriculture be- 
lieves that in the plant life of this con- 
tinent may be found many additions to 
our dietary. Frederick V. Coville, 
lamst of the Dopftl ment. hat spent 
siderable effort to examine many of the 
plants U'iw classed as '•weeds'' which 
are capable of sustaining vitality in i 
He takes the position that a "wider use 
of green veketables in tbe dietaries of 
most people, particularly those with 
healthy digestions, would be a marked 
benefit." 

Chemistry has demonstrated largely 
tbe substances which the human system 
needs, and Botanist Coville finds the es- 
sentials present in a great many plants, 
some of which are nowhere considered 
as effective food for man. and some of 
whioh bsve only u local use as human 

Mr. Coville points out that wild her- 
bivorous animals fetd on the fats and 
carbohydrates stored up in plant seeds 
in the fall. They fatten on this diet and 
gather in bodily fuel for the winter 
Having exhausted their supply of fat by 
spring, they make green herbage their 
principal food This renews their mus- 
cular vigor and vitality. This dielaiy 
system prevails among savage peoples, 
and is largely followed by the Indians of 
the Western states. Mans food list 
grown more artificial with tbe advance 
of civilization, until, as Botanist Coville 
says, "foods are now selected more by 
custom than by instinct." The Kara 
pean races are more given to eatiag sal- 
ads and boiled green vegetables than Un- 
people of tt;e United States sic. Tbe 
greater part of the plant food consumed 
hy Americans is made up of seeds, roots 
and tubers It is because of this thai 
the people of this country are bilious. 

The first weed which Botanist Coville 
would have us eat is charlock. This 
plant grows as a weed from New Bog 
land to the Pacific Coast, and is BtMMld- 
the wheal 
Wisconsin, Minnessota and 
Northern Dakota. It is closely related 
to the black mustard, another familiar 
I weed. Charlock is known in New York 
wild mustard. " and is cousid ] 



the United States and British America 
It has a local use aa a pot herb, but its 
value in this reaped la not generally ap- 
preciated. Pig weed occura In n 
fields all over tin- country, but the aver- 
age American does not know Its value aa a 
food plant . It la eaten by the Indiana of 
the Southwest and by the people of Mei 
Ico. Io some parts of California it is cul 
tlvated by the Cbineae. 

Poko weed is used locally in some parts 
of tbe South, but its more general use 
would be gratifying to the economic bota- 
nists of the Department of Agriculture. 
The French people have introduced this 
plant into their country, and ostee 
highly. 

The Department thinks it probable tUat 
common nettle, milk weed and round 
leafed mallow will come to be regarded 
as good food. 

The suggestions made by the Depart- 
ment may be offensive to some people, 
but then it wasn't so very long ago when 
the tomato or •'love apple" was thought 
to be poisonous, when the cucumber was 
looked upon as a fatal dose, and when 
people of the North wcro prejudiced 
agsinst the banana.
